A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use 
or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-3, 6-10 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being clearly anticipated 
by Reuter, Toj o, Matsuda or Japan (477). 

Each reference teaches a driving mechanism using a base, two displacement parts and a 
resultant part that engages a moving part. Note that any metal is capable of some elastic 
deformation. Thus the references read directly on the claimed structure. Note especially #8 of 

Reuter and #22 of Japan. 

Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being clearly anticipated by Vishneosky 

(580) Vishnevsky (103) or Esemann. 

Note Eusemann (Figs. 1-3, 5 & 10, Vishnevsky (Figs. 1-4, 6, 13-31) and Mukojima (Figs. 

1-3). 

Claims 4 and 5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 
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Further cited of interest is Mukohjima (766) (fig. 5).
